London. April 12.—Both the chan- 


cellor of the exchequer. Sir Michael 
Hicka-Beaeh, and the colonial secre- 
tary, Joseph Chambsrlaln, attended 
th* cabinet council held at tha for- 
eign omct at noon today.

to* meeting at the ministers repre- 
MBtaUvea of th* Bank ot England 
had a conference with th* chancellor 
of tht exchequer, Indicating that th* 
budget waa a prominent aobject of 
illi sulin by th* ministers, espe- 
cially tl t* th* best means of iMUlng 
a war lean.

Mr. Chamberlain 
and Sir Michael

When the spring of the appointed 


yeir arrives the locust* emtrg* from 
th* ground with a rush, as it were, 
and climb upon every available tree 
or other elevation. They ar* In such 
vast numbers that on* can not step 
on the ground 
anywhere without 


crushing several as they come ont of 
their holes. 
The unanimity with 


which all those that rise within a 
certain radius of a given tree crawl 
In a bee-line to the trunk of that tree 
Is 
most 
interesting. 
Scrambling 


over th* ground, they all converge 
to one central point, and then in a 
steady stream scramble up the trunk. 
diverging again on the branches. 


They begin 
to come out of the 


ground at sunset and continue until 
about 8 o'clock when the majority of 
them hav* emerged. 
After ascend- 


ing the tree trunk they crawl along 
the bran:hes and fasten themselves 
in a secure position, where they pro- 
ceed to transform. 


In escaping from the soil the insect 


burrows directly upward, and under 
ordinary conditions, emerge* 
di- 


rectly, leaving a *mall round hole 
about 
the sis* of a man's 
little 


finger. Under certain circumstance*. 
however, the pupa* ccnstructs little 
•rones, or chimneys, of earth above 
the surface of the soil, capping them 
over and occupying them for several 
weeks before the time of issuing. 
These structures, which have been 
variously called "hues," "towers,** 
"chimneys" and *'*dob* dwellings," 
ar* most curious, and sometimes mil- 
lions of them will 
be found In * 


small space of ground. 


Being entirely helpless, the locusts 


are a picy to many enemies. Bird* 
devour immense numbers of them. 
and English sparrows are very fond 
of them, 
early all of those which 


come out of the ground In and about 
cities ar* gobbled by th* sparrows. 
But the greatest check on the multi- 
plication of the species has been the 
dealing of woodlands aitd th* grow- 
ing settlement 
of th* country — a 


cause that threatens the eventual ex- 
termination of these creatures.
